HE most complete surprise

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HE Pulitzer prize of $1,000 for 
T the novel of 1927 considered 
the best of the year was 
awarded to Thornton Wilder, a young 
writer, for his second novel, “The 
Bridge of San Luis Rey,” a story of 
old Peru. The prize is given under 
the terms of the award “for the 
American novel published during the 
year which shall best represent the 
whole atmosphere of American life 
and the highest standard of American 
manners and manhood.” The award 
was made by the Trustees of Columbia 
University on the recommendation of 
the Advisory Board of the School of 
Journalism. 

Last year the same prize went to 
Louis Bromfield for “Early Autumn” 
and in the preceding year to Sinclair 
Lewis for “Arrowsmith,” though Mr. 
Lewis refused to accept it. 

Thornton Wilder has just passed 
his thirtieth year. He is unmarried. 
His father is Amos Parker Wilder, 
one of the editors of the New Haven 
Journal, and is a graduate of Yale. 
Thornton was born at Madison, Wis., 
and spent his early years in Hong 
Kong, where his father then was

Consul General. He later prepared 
for college in California and was 
graduated from Yale in 1920. Fol- 
lowing his graduation he spent two 
years at the American Academy at 
Rome and his visit there inspired his 
first book, “Cabala,” which was pub- 


lished in 1926. He has also written 
several plays. 

Up to date more than 150,000 copies 
of “The Bridge” have been sold. The 
book has been the subject of enthusi- 
astic encomiums, both for its matter 
and its style. Professor William Lyon 
Phelps of Yale hails the author as 
“a star of the first magnitude.” 

The story has for a setting Colonial 
Peru in the eighteenth century. It 
is a profound study of love—love 
of brother for brother, mother for 
daughter, love of God, of art, of 
philanthropy. And all is studied in 
the light of a single catastrophe—the 
collapse of the bridge of San Luis 
Rey on the road from Cuzco to Lima, 
carrying five people to death. Whether 
this was an accident without meaning 
or a part of God’s intention engrosses 
the thought and discussion of the 
characters in the book. Brother 
Juniper thinks it an accident and 
because of this blasphemous conclu- 
sion is burned by the Inquisition. The 
author analyzes it in the light of love 
and thinks it was intended. The char- 
acterizations are fine, the diction 
beautiful, the style luminous. 











THE KEY OF LIFE. By Francis Brett 
Young. New York: Alfred A, Knopf. 
$2.50. 


NOVEL that attracted much 
A attention last season was 
“Love Is Enough,” by Francis 
Brett Young, a charm of which was 
the intimate knowledge that the 
author possessed of English country 
life. In his latest offering, “The Key 
of Life,” while the earlier scenes are 
still laid in England, the action is 
soon transferred to Egypt, where it 
develops in the shadow of the old 
monuments of civilization in the val- 
ley of the Nile.

‘men and her difficulty in deciding 
which of the two to marry.

This particular 
example of the work of Mr. Reiss is the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Weicker at Fifth Avenue and 
Ninety-third Street, where the ways lead to a point 
that was once a hill from which one commanded a 
sweeping view of Central Park, the city and landscape 
far beyond. Two floors and a pent house on the top 
of one of the finely built and equipped apartment 
houses give the space and accommodations one finds 
usually in a detached house of several stories. 


On the middle floor are the living rooms, foyer, 
library, drawing room, dining room, kitchen and ser- 
vice pantries. The floor below contains the chambers 





and boudoirs and family sitting room. The pent house 
is the place for social occasions, with a rarely beautiful 





music room, an especial response to the talents of the 
chatelaine, and a suite of rooms for the entertainment 
of guests. Outside the walls is a wide roof garden, 
from which may be seen the town and horizon from 


the other side of the building. 


In this up-to-date home there are no “inside” rooms, 
and from the Avenue side one looks across the road-

do not reach so high, and there is only the blue and 
Stars overhead. It is far away from the workaday life 
of a great metropolis, yet with its conveniences close 
at hand, with many of the elements of a country place 
and a situation to stimulate the genius of an artist 
with a fine sense and thorough knowledge of the prac- 
tical adaptation of his art. 


Mr. Reiss, to whom this commission was entrusted 
unreservedly, has demonstrated in the interior his feel- 
ing for symmetry, for color, for mural decoration and 
metal work done with five different metals in the 
graceful doors, grilles and balustrades. In all of these 
he has won swiftly a place of distinction among the 
artists of the time. While it is Mr. Reiss’s conviction 
that originality is of vital importance, his technique, 
scholarliness, sense of proportion and harmony, with 
wide scope of imagination, have created a place that 
is both compelling in its artistic importance and thor- 
oughly livable as a home. 


The versatility of Mr. Reiss’s artistic talent will be 
apparent to readers of Mid-Week Pictorial, who recall 
the series of Indian paintings made by him for Louis 
Hill, Chairman of the Board of Directors of the Great 
Northern Railway, which were recently reproduced in 
this magazine.
